I grew up in Pleasant Valley. The One Room 
School always closed May 1, the opening of 
fishing season. . 

I learned to-fish with a bent pin and grocery 
twine at the age of 3 from a small bridge over the 
stream next to our farm home. It seemed we could 
never afford decent fishing tackle. 

In East Jordan as a teenager I fished from the 
docks with cane pole, line, sinker and hook. Oh, 
how I longed for a casting rod and reel. 

In 1924, we moved to suburban Detroit and by 
1934, I had gotten decent employment, pur- 
chased aused Chevrolet, and a beautiful stainless 
steel casting rod with a Shakespeare level wind 
reel and nylon line, tackle box and plenty of lures. 

Aftermarriage in 1937, we bought a new Chevy 
and headed north to spend a vacation with vari- 
ous relatives. By then, I had practiced many times 
with my casting equipment on Oakland County 
lakes and on the small lawn behind our new 
home. 

The second day north we headed for lunch in 
Central Lake and then drove down to the diving 
board area shown in the accompanying picture. 
My cousin Wilson and wife were with me. 

As they sat in the shade, read and conversed, I 
strung up my casting outfit and started casting to 


the left of the dock along the shore in: shallow |

I was using a large 6-inch plastic artificial 
called a pinkie minnow. I had become quite 
proficient by then and had no trouble laying the 
plug out there about 100 feet. 

-By now, I was getting plenty of kidding. “What 
you doing?

“T guess you are right but I can really usea little 
practice.” 

This went on as I threw out afew more casts. A 
big noisy splash out at the end of my line drew the 
attention of all. A big muskie was standing on his 
tail down there about even with Rushton Road. 

With all the shouting and hollering, I calmly 
said, “Guess I better set my hook.” 

I gave asharp jerk on the pole and the line broke 
out there aways and came back and wrapped 
around my body. Experts have told me that a 
smoker had probably flicked a bit of hot ash on 
my line accidentally and weakened it. 

The big one went down the east side of the lake 
standing on his tail trying to shake the lure. 
Several of us walked the beach the next day 
hoping the Muskie had thrown the bait. 

I can give that crowd credit, I was never kidded 
again about fishing there. They were more disap- 
pointed than I was.

The adoption will be 
just the start of expand- 
ing her students’ 
knowledge of whales, 
Barry said. The class 
will now begin a unit 
of study on the giant 
leviathans, sparked by 
their personal invest- 
ment in one whale’s 
welfare. 

In addition, monthly 
publications and bulle- 
tins on new Salt 
sightings from the 
Whale Adoption 
project will arrive 
throughout the school 
year. 

All this could lead to 
even bigger things, if 
results from Barry’s

East Jordan High School Principal Kenny Kent 
submitted to a breathalyzer test at the April 12 
school board meeting. 

The demonstration was part of a review of the 
new breath-testing procedure added to the high 
school student handbook. 

Kent said the addendum clarifies the school’s 
position in the case of suspected alcohol use at 
any school function. 

It outlines procedures for preliminary breath- 
testing, consequences and parent notification. 
There are guidelines for chaperones, staff and 
disc jockeys or bands. 

The guidelines were assembled by acommittee 
that included Kent, Police Chief John Imeson, 
board members, parents, teachers and students. 

The school board praised the efforts of the 
committee. President Mary Jason expressed her 
support of the guidelines because they are written 
“not from a punitive point of view, but as a 
clarification. No accusations are being made.” 

“The test will not be administered to everyone 
walking through the door,” Kent stated. Only a 
reasonable suspicion of impaired behavior will 
prompt use of the breathalyzer unit. 

The board heard a report from Superintendent 
Chip Hanson about the latest proposal approved 
by the Michigan legislature. The property tax 
cut/sales tax proposal benefits East Jordan Schools 
in the present form. 

However, many details are still in the legisla-

Breathalyzer guidelines set 


remain cautiously optimistic. 

Property owners would benefit variously, ac- 
cording to their spending habits. The proposal 
would reduce East Jordan school operations mill- 
age from the current 37.5 to a foundation millage

The plan constitutionally guarantees state lot- 
tery revenues and sales tax revenues to schools. 
This is the first reform plan to gain the support of 
both the education community and the state Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

Elementary Principal Charles Hershberger gave 
a brief overview of the kindergarten all-day, 
alternative-day committee research. The com- 
mittee was ready to recommend the new sched- 
ule to the board. 

However, the decision was made to postpone 
the recommendation until after Kindergarten 
Round-up. Typically, 85 to 90 percent of families 
register their children at the round-up. The ad- 
ministration will survey parents unable to attend 
the April information forum. 

Several audience members took advantage of 
the community comments portion of the board 
meeting. Each spoke their support of the work of 
Concerned Parents of East Jordan. 

Concerned Parents was organized to oppose 
the outcomes of the Human Development Com- 
mittee. The group disagrees with outcomes-based 
education and questions the appropriateness of 
state directives. 

The meeting adjourned with an invitation for 
the community to join in a celebration of North 
Central Association accreditation of East Jordan 
Schools.
